WITNESS APPEARED IN HAND- 
SOME ATTIRE, 


Progress of the Divorce Suit and Cross- 
Bill Between a Well-Known 
Wealthy Lumberman and 
His Wife. 


Mrs. Harriet L. Steele, plaintiff in the 
suit for ‘divorce from William L. Steele, 
a wealthy lumber merchant, was cross-ex- 
amined in the Circuit Court Thursday on 
her testimony given Wednesday. 

Mrs. Steele adhered closely to her an- 


ewers to the direct statements made Wed- 
nesday, and to specific charges against 
her husband in her petition. 

Her husband's habitg and her financial 
situation were the chief subjects touched 
on by counsel. Mrs. Steele frequently de- 
serted the track of questions and gave ex- 
pression to personal opinions on, matters 
at issue. 

‘Mrs. Steele, plaintiff, with her daughters, 
arrived in court eariy. During the proceed- 
ings preliminary to the resumption of their 
case they sat in a dark ccrner of the room, 
their backs turned to the public benches. 
Mrs. Steele divested herself of a stylish 
black coat—all her apparel was black— 
only a blue collar and a bit of white trim 
ming to relieve the somberness—and unos- 
tentatiously walked to the witness stand 
Hier alleged domestic Gifficulties have left 
little trace for the view of the casual ob- 
server. Time, too, has dealt lightly with 
her. In fact, barring circumference of 
waist and the matter of complexion, there 
is but little difference in general appear- 
ance between Mrs. Steele and her eldest 
daughter. 

Mrs. Steele’s habit was of a brocaded ma- 
terial, in itself eloquent of Mr. Steele’s al- 
legation that he dressed his wife well. The 
hand-eenbroicered floral design on white 
mull, from shoulder to shoulder in front, 
was costly and beautiful. 

Mrs. Steele were a ribbon collar—one of 
the high varicty, so fashionably fetching 
at present. And the shade, ecru, did oot 
mar Mrs. Steele’s complexion a bit. Hand 
made complexctions d‘ssolve alongside of 
ecru. 

A black toque, surmounted by coque 
feathers which bobbed positively with Mrs. 
Steele's answers to counsel, crowned her 
very proper divorce court attire. 

Mrs. Steele contributed some interesting 
facts on the manifestations of alcohol by 
a huSdand, as discerned by a wife. 

She averred that Mr. Steele frequently 
returned to her home from business under 
the influence of liquor. She admitted that 
on many of the occasions referred to he 
gave no evidence by act or speech of in- 
toxication. However, she detected the smell 
of liquor on her husband's breath. 
Mrs. Steele referred to ‘“‘jim-jams."" She 
said her husbanc suffered with this ail- 
ment on one occasion for five days before 
being taken to St. Vincent's Asylum. 

She said Mr. Steele frequently measured 
the alley for mental relaxation during this 
period. 
Mrs. Steele said, under cross-examina- 
tion, that her husband's drinking habit was 
not improved by his treatment at St. Vin- 
cent’s Asy.um. She said Mr. Steele's 
drinking habit was displayed dur- 
ing their stay on Washington and 
Finney avenues, at the West End Hotel, 
and at Mrs. cid an he boarding house, 3829 
Pine street. Under objection she repeated 
epithets which she said were applied to her 
by Mr. Steele while he was alleged to have 
been under the influence of liquor. 

Mrs. Steele declared that she invariably 
treated her husband with great kindness 
and gentleness, but she admitted that on 
occasions she, too, used epithets, not pleas-

600 GIRLS IN THE BUILDING. 


FIVE SUPPOSED TO BE DEAD AND 
FIFTY INJURED. 


The Flames Spread Rapidly and Many 
of the Employes Jumped 
From the Wit- 
dows. 


READING, Pa., Dec. 7.—An explosion of 
gasoline in the singeing room of the Nolde 
& Worst hosiery factory to-day set fire to 
the building, and the plant was completely 
destroyed. It was valued at $250,000, on 
which there is an insurance of $150,000. There 
were about 600 girls in the building, and 
these crowded to the roof and firé-escapes. 
The fire spread with alarming rapidity, an‘ 
they were thrown into a general panie. 
Many jumped to the ground, and it is said 
at least 60 were injured. Some are reported 
to be in a critical condition. , 

At 2:30 p. m. two bodies were recovered 
from the ruins. They were unrecognizable, 
being burned toacrisp. Three girls are re- 
ported missing from their homes, and the 
presumption is that they were burned to 
death.

BOTH WERE SEVERELY BURNED. 


RODE STOICALLY TO THE DISs- 
PENSARY IN A STREET CAR. 


Not a Cry Uttered by Woman or Girl 
During the Terrible Journey— 
Both Sent to the City 
Hospital. 


Two passengers on a Union Depot line 
street car suffered great agony Thursday 
morning. Their pain was so intense that 
they were unable to make their suffering 
known by cries or exclammations. None 
of the other passengers in the car knew 
they had passed through an ordeal of fire— 
this bare-headed, white-faced woman and 
the child she carried carefully wrapped in 
a shawl. 

The woman boarded the car at Sixth and 
Pine streets and Jeft it at Twelfth and 
Market streets. A few minutes later she 
walked into the City Dispensary and sank 
into a chair. 


After resting a moment she staggered 
into the office of Dr. Vogel and asked him 
to attend her child. When the physician 
removed the shaw! he saw there was need 
for haste and ordered the little girl taken 
at once to the operating room. In accord- 
ance with the rules of the dispensary, one 
of the attendants was about to exclude the 
mother when she said plaintively: 

ut, please sir, I am hurt, too.” She 
extended her hands. They were burned to 
the elbow. 

The heroic woman would accept no treat- 
ment until the child had been attended 
to. They were sent together to the City 
Hospitil.

LONDON, Dec. 7.—To-day the pivotal 
point in the Boer war seems to be Spyfon- 
tein, between Modder River and Kimber- 
ley. Methuen’s advances towards Kimber- 
ley will bring on another battle. 

It seems probable that Methuen will be 
attacked, without advancing, as to-day's 
dispatches show that Gen. Cronje has been 
largely reinforced. The Boers seem to have 
no lack of men. Their casualty list does 
not weaken their fighting force. The ranks 
are filed up by recruits. All the males be- 
tween 16 and 60 are at the front or in re- 
serve camp. 

One dispatch from Modder River says 
that a-ferce, estimated to number 9000 men, 


same dispatch says everything points to 
the fact that a decisive engagement will 
be fought at Spyfontein. The Boers are 
taassing on the hills there, constructing 
stone defenses and digging rifle pits. 

The Boer redoubts on Lazaretto Ridge, 
west of Kimberley, are being extended and 
strengthened. There is undoubtedly a large 
concentration of Boers ahead of Gen.

The reported Boer successes have made a 
great impression arnong the Basutos, 


The anneuncement is made in a special 
dispatch from Bloemfontein, dated Sunday, 
Dec. 3, that President Steyn of the Orange 
Free State has joined the Boer forces of 
the Modder River. His appearance, the dis- 
patch says, caused great enthusiasm 
among the Boers. 


It Is evident from the meager dispatches 
telling of the sortle from Kimberley, in 
which the British commander of the as- 
sailing column, Maj. Scott-Turner, was 
killed, that the movement waa not only 
disastrous, but proved that Cronje’s army 
is able to defend itself against attacks both 
'in front and rear. The sortie, it is explained 
/here, was ordered by Gen. Methuen, who 


‘communicates nightly with the Kimberley’s 
besieged garrison by means of signal lighta. 
During the sortie an armored train recon-

Reports from Kaffir runners state that 
the Beers are falling back from Ladysmith, 
but no credence is given these rumors.

TEM OF KEEPING ACCOUNTS. 


GEMPP NAMED AS CASHIER. 


J. D. Slaughter Will Be Auditor—Com. 
plete Change in the Internal Rev- 
enue Collector’s Office. 


That the “‘perfect system of bookkeeping,” 
of which the Internal Revenue Department 
boasts, is not infallible is proved conclu- 
sively by the Tuchschmidt shortage and tine 
adoption of methods intended to prevent a 
recurrence of discrepancies in the cashier's 


The position of auditor has been created, 
and an entire rearrangement of the staff of 
Deputy Collector will, it is said, take place 
in a few days. 

The auditor will verify the work of the 
cashier and will be required to make a 
daliy report to the collector. 

With every sale of revenue stamps the 
purchaser is required to fill out an order. 
This order, as soon as checked by the 
cashier, will be turned over to the auditor. 
At the close of each day’s business the au- 
ditor will ascertain the amount of stamps 
on hand and the cash deposited to the creuit 
of the Government. His assistant will count 
the stamps and a daily trial balance will 
thus be made. 

The changes are a direct resuit of Treas- 
ury Jnspector Gavett’s investigation. ‘ney 
have received the approval of the Washing- 
ton authorities, who have ordered that 
every safeguard possible be thrown around 
Uncie Sain’s revenue receipts. 

The faulty system which had heretofore 
prevailed in the Collector’s office has been 
fully shown in the Post-Dispatch. It was 
demonstrated that for five months—the ex- 
amination has not extended further— that 
Arnold Tuchschmidt, in his capacity as 
cashier, used the Government moneys al- 
most at his pleasure. According to In- 
spector Gavett he would sell, for instance 
in the course of a day $20,000 worth of 
stamps 4nd report the saie of only $18,0.0. 
His account-showed that he balanced with 
his cash receipts, and that his scheme of 
embezzlement lay in the unreported sales. 

It was ascertained that he held out the 
money for a period of 20 days and often 
longer. in one month, it is stated, he

It was given out by officials of the Col- 
lector’s Department that too much troub‘e 
would be incurred counting the stamps every 
hase In fact this was supposed to be done 
only by the inspectors specially detailed by 
the Washington office to make the regular 
examination.

SHE ENJOYED HER CIGARETTES 


Dignified Elderly Lady Who Caused a 
Commotion While in the Wait- 
ing Room at Union Station. 


A fashionably dressed, dignified woman, 
apparently about 60 years old, sat in the 
-main waiting room at Union Station 
Thursday morning and smoked ciga- 
rettes with the unconeern and easy 
manner of a veteran tobacco user.

As she smoked her last c.ga- 
rette she said to the Post-Dispatch: 

“IT am one of the old-style Kentucky 
women, and I still adhere to the custams 
end privileges that we used to enjoy before 
the war. We didn’t consider it wrong to 
smoke in those days, and women were 
just as good then as they are now. When 
I smoke in public the present generation 
look at me as though they thought I was 
a monstrosity.

Thomas McMahon Beaten Al- 
most Into Insensibility. 


DECLARE HE ROBBED A STORE. 


THAT HE RAN AND REFUSED TO 
SURRENDER. 


McMahon Denies All Their Allega- 
tions, Insists He Is Honest and 
That He Never Com- 
mitted Burglary. 


After the City Hospitai surgeons repair 
the damages inflicted upon Thomas Mc- 
Mahon by the poiice he will be sent to 
court to answer the charge of burglary 
and attempted larceny. 

The arrest of McMahon at 2:30 o’clock 
Thursday morning was accompanted by 
some exciting incidents, according to the 
police report. Patrolmen Reiliy and Jop- 
lin were walking their beats and in pass- 
ing the candy store of Charles A. Hart- 
man, at 315 Clark avenue, they noticed a 
lizht in the store. Tney looked in and 
eaw the figure of a man prowiing about. 
The light was dim and they could not dis- 
cern his features, The police entered quiet- 
ly and were almost upon the man before he 
was aware of their presence. The burglar 
turned and ran to the rear of the estore. 

He sprang through an open window, ran 
across the yard, through a coal shed and 
out into the aley. The police were close 
behind him and were shouting for him to 
halt. He did not heed ana the _ poiice 
fired several shots at him. For two blocks 
the chase was a hot one. ‘Then the fugi- 
tive was overtaken. He tried to break away 
from his captors and fought them so vig- 
orously that the police-declare they were 
compelled to draw their clubs, which they 
used with telling effect. It was necessary, 
they claim, to beat the man into insens- 
biliity before he would consent to accom;yany 
the police. 

He would not give his name, the police 
allege, and the officers investigated and 
identified him as Thomas MoMahon of 3224, 
Pium street. 

McMahon was taken to the City Dispen- 
sary, where it was found that his left arm 
had been fractured. Besides this his head 
and face was a mass of bruises and con- 
tusions. The police say they wili apply 
for a warrant at once. 

McMahon’s condition is serlous. He de- 
nies that he was trying to rob the candy 
store when fired upon by Policeman Joplin 
and declares the officer assaulted him 
without provocation. 

‘Tl had been at my brother-in-law’s house 
on Brooklyn street,’’ he said, “and was 
on my way home when the trouble oc- 
curred. I live at 322 Plum street. 1 was 
walking east on Clark avenue from Fourth 
street, when a cellar door a few feet in 
front of me fell, making a loud noise. At 
first I thought ,.it was a pistol shot and 
was about to run when a bullet whizzed 


y me. 
** *Don’t shoot,’’ I said, turning around. 
‘*‘As I spoke a policeman, whom I recog- 
nized as Joplin, came up the street and 
fired a secund shot at me. “Where’s your 
partner?’ he asked, grabbing me by the 
arm. I told him I didn’t know what he 
meant. whereupon he accused me of hav- 
ing robbed a candy store. When I resented 
the charge he struck me over the arm 
with his club. I tried to defend myseif 
and he brought the club down over my 
head. The blow about rendered me in- 
sensible and I pleaded with him to desist. 
Instead he cursed me and said he was 
going to stop me plundering stores in that 
neighborhood. 

‘Policeman Riley and a private watch- 
man then walked up and laughed at me 
when I begged them to make Joplin stop 
beating me. 

“This man Joplin is a new policeman 
and he has it in for me. 

“T am employed on a steamboat and was 
on the way to the river one night when he 
placed me under arrest on a charge of 
highway robbery. I was released a few 
days later. 

“No, I have never been convicted of any 
offense, and I can establish my assertions 
about this affair last night by witnesses. 
I don’t know what candy store Policeman 
Joplin refers to. If he claims I am a burg- 
lar, he has made a serious mistake and 
I will prove so to his satisfaction.”’ 

McMahon’s head was laid open in two 
places and the physicians say the injuries 
appear to have been inflicted with a club.
